Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 


Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 
Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 


The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- Application Number (Series Code and Serial Number) 

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed the written description rejection of claim 46-53 and 
proposed claim 143, both for 1) inadequate original description and 2) new matter for limiting detectable gene 
expresion to pharyngeal gland or amphid sheath. The original grounds of rejection (1) of claims 46-53 is hereby 
withdrawn. The method being claimed does not require prior knowledge of any particular secretory product gene from a 
parasitic nematode or its homolog in C. elegans, or prior knowledge of the regulatory region of the C. elegans gene 
that will be used to make the transgenic nematode in the last step. The method itself incorporates steps that are aimed 
at determining each of these elements. All of the steps can be carried out using knowledge in the art and the instant 
specification. Furthermore, the method does not require that the regulatory region finally used to be any particular 
regulatory region. The only materials needed to carry out the method are the nematodes themselves and the reagents 
needed to carry out the various steps, all of which were available. The grounds of rejection for new matter is also 
withdrawn. The disclosure of paragraphs 0121-0122 (published application) taken with original claims 26, 28, and 30 
clearly describe a transgenic nematodes that comprise a regulatory region of a secretory product linked to coding 
sequence for a detectable marker that expresses in the pharyngeal gland or in the amphid sheath. Paragraph 0010 
teaches that the preferred transgenic nematode is a C. elegans and the regulatory region is from a C. elegans gene 
homologous to a gene of a parastic nematode that encodes a secretory product, which was the subject of original claim 
46. Consequently, pending claim 46 is supported by the original disclosure. However, it was determined that the 
original specification lacked proper antecedent basis for original claims 26, 28, and 30 (as well as pending claim 46), 
and Applicant's representative has agreed to amend the specification to provide antecedent basis for original claims 
26, 28, and 30, and thereby for claim 46. It was suggested that the subject matter be added as a second sentence in 
paragraph 0121 . It was also agreed that the proposed amendment of claim 46 filed 8/1/05 would not be proposed 
again, as the amendment is unnecessary. However, the Examiner indicated that the proposed amendment to claim 47 
and proposed claim 143, if resubmitted, would be acceptable. 
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
